Griffin Sees ’77 
As ‘Leveling Off 


But Growth To Continue

The year ahead should be a chance 
for Plano to catch its breath in a 
manner of speaking, one official 
believes. 
City Manager David Griffin expects 
growth to continue but predicts that it 
may level off to the 1970-75 period 
when about 125 homes were built each 
month compared to the past year 
when 200-plus residences were added 
monthly. 
This pause will allow' city officials to 
direct their attention to obtaining 
financing and staffing adequate to 
meet the demands of long-range 
planning and accelerated growth. 
Griffin is readying for a spurt of 
growth which should occur in 1978 
when the White Rock Creek Basin is 
opened to development. 
While this preparation for the future 
is underway, the city will continue to 
fulfill its 1975 capital improvements 
program The city’s third fire station 
located at the intersection of Sherrye 
and Shiloh will be opened in January 
and plans are proceeding for the 
fourth and fifth. 
Griffin said Four Station to be built 
at the intersection of Roundrock and 
Spring Creek will probably 
be 
authorized in January. The four-bay 
facility will house the traditional 
firefighting equipment, an ambulance 
and a maintenance van. 
The city will also acquire a site for 
the fifth station, probably in far west 
Plano, and a training site. A site in far 
north Plano is also needed for a pump 
station sim ilar to the Custer facility. 
Land for parks in the Folsom tract 
and the White Rock Creek Basin will 
also be needed next year. If the 
property can be committed in 1977, 
the profit will be taken out of sub­ 
sequent land transactions. 
Griffin also hopes to acquire ad­ 
ditional 
property 
for 
landfill 
operations and a site in west Plano for 
a service center. Planning for the 


center is still at the preliminary stage, 
but there will probably be no garage 
or animal shelter at the west center 
Also in the planning stage is a 


W estside golf course. The M aster Plan 
shows the facility in the White Rock 
Creek Basin, but it may be more 
feasible to move it toward the center 
of the city, Griffin noted. 
Plans for the expansion of the 
municipal building are also being 
drawn up and the city will probably 
build a new enclosed animal shelter 
this 
year. 
O ther 
developm ents 
planned 
for 
the 
year 
are 
the 
inauguration of a 
new 
personnel 
system, the installation of a print shop 
and the acquisition of a new computer 
system 
Thoroughfares will also receive 
attention, Griffin said FM 544 will be 
widened to a four-lane, divided 
facility from Westwood to Indepen 
dence, the state will build the Parker 
Rd 
Overpass and the Alma con 
nection from Park to Parker should be 
finished by early spring. 
Im provem ents to P a rk e r and 
Spring Creek are scheduled for 
completion this sum m er and the 
extension of both Dallas North and 
Shiloh should be finished by late 
spring 
Griffin plans to recommend four 
major street projects this year He 
considers the linkage of Shiloh and 
Park vital with the opening of Three 
Fire Station 
and the extension of 
Dallas North to Coit will also be one of 
his high priorities. The reconstruction 
of 18th St. and engineering for the 
widening of 15th St. from the ex­ 
pressway to Avenue G. will also be 
recommended 
Major highway access is the most 
critical problem facing Plano in the 
coming years, Griffin believes. Loop 
9, improvements to US 75 or a Spring 
Creek connection to SH 121 are very 
im portant to P lan o ’s m ercantile 
development, he said

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Recently I inherited a m arble 
topped dresser that has several large spots (spills. 
rings, etc ) on the marble I have tried using detergent 
and vinegar but the spots rem ain and spoil the 
appearance of this lovely marble. I would appreciate 
some other suggestions — JOANNE. 
DEAR JOANNE — Different spots and stains on m ar­ 
ble require different treatments. Some marble has a 
highly glazed finish and some has none, so there can be 
problems. Many old pieces do not have much finish and 
stains may penetrate into the pores and be there to stay. 
Improper cleaning can damage a polished surface. 
Doubtless a poultice-type remover would draw out your 
old stains best. The poultice can be made of several 
thicknesses of paper napkins or towels soaked in the 
solution and covered so as not to evaporate. Leave such 
a poultice on two or three 
days, or as long as 
necessary. Keep looking and checking and re-dampen 
towels when necessary. 
Now for the solution to go on the poultice. A suggested 
one for organic stains is to wash with clear water and 
saturate poultice with either hydrogen peroxide OR 
household ammonia. For oil stains use acetone on the 
poultice. Rinse away anything used and then you might 
apply a marble sealer and polish. To buy these marble 
products look under “ Marble” in the yellow pages of 
your phone book. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Mary D might remove those perspiration 
stains from her husband’s undershirts as I do. Wash the stains 
in a dry cleaning fluid It will remove the dark hardened ones

DEAR POLLY — Iced tea spoons are not used as often as 
other pieces of flat silver, but I have found they are great to 
use as feeding spoons for a baby over six months old.
